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The Examiner rejected claims 1-13 under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph "as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention." Specifically the Examiner 
states: "In this instance, the added 'glass' for the claimed substrate is not mentioned in the 
specification with any reasonable explanation." This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

One skilled in the relevant art at the time the application was filed would understand 
that a substrate used in LCD device would be made of glass and not another material, so the term 
"substrate" as used in the specification means a glass substrate. Therefore, the inventor had 
possession of the claimed invention as the time the application was filed. Accordingly, the 
Applicant respectfully requests that the examiner withdraw the rejection under 35 USC § 1 12, 
first paragraph.
